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STATISTICAL REPORT. 


PARENTS AND GUARDIANS: 


We herewith present for your consideration the statisti- 
cal report of the schools of the town for the year ending © 
August 1, 1897. 

The census of school children as taken in the month of 
April, 1897, by E. J. Temple, Chairman of the Board of 
Education, reveals the following facts: 

The whole number of children in town between the 
ages of five and 16 years is 871. Boys, 165; girls, 206. 
The number between the ages of 10 and 16 years who can- 
not read and write the English language, none. 

The number of children between the ages of five and 
16 years who have not attended any school during the year 
is 30. This last item is largely made up of children who 
became five years of age during the year, and will be 
found in our schools during 1898. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools have been fairly prosperous in attendance 
and have made a creditable advancement in their studies. 
This is due to the fact that our corps of teachers, as a 
whole, are filling their positions in a first-class manner. 
If, to this noble work on the part of the teachers, there 
could be added the services of a special supervisor, then, 
indeed, might our schools be among the first in the state. 
Your Board of Education has discussed this plan many 
times during the past three years, and has come to the 
conclusion that the best way to secure such expert service 
is for Hinsdale to join with the town of Winchester, and 
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thus lessen the cost of the new project. In the line of 
supervision, the Board has done what it could in placing 
before the schools a ‘‘course of study,” a list of text books, 
and, in a limited manner, giving instruction to teachers 
and pupils as to the methods best adapted to secure better 
and more lasting results in the work of the school room. 
Its work has been performed, probably, as successfully 
as the Boards of other towns, still it has accomplished far 
less than would have been the case if the schools had 
been in the care of trained supervision. Carefully con- 
sider the best interests of our pupils and give an unpre- 
judiced answer on the 8th of March, at the annual 
meeting of the town. | 

It may not be out of place, at this time, to mention the 
desirability of adding to the: curriculum of the schools 
music and drawing. This matter has often been brought 
to the attention of the Board, but on account of the extra 
cost it was thought best to postpone action thereon to a 
time when financial depression weighed less heavily on 
our people. We think that time has now arrived and that 
both branches should be taught in our schools under the 
same general plan and with the same special instruction 
that is given to the present authorized list of studies. 

Our course of study is as good as any in the state save 
in the branches named, and with these added we shall be 
giving our pupils a much broader culture than heretofore, 
thereby enlarging their sphere of usefulness in the world.

It will be observed that when the library accounts are 
all settled for the year, $13.83 has been drawn over and 
above the appropriation, which was made necessary from 
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the fact that an unusual expense has been incurred in placing 
an insurance upon the hbrary property, thus materially 
lessening the funds for the purchase of books. ‘There has 
been no lack of interest in the library the past year. The 
librarian reports the whole number of books drawn to 
have been 10,857, the largest number on any one Saturday 
224, on any single Wednesday 90. The pupils of the 
grammar schools have followed the lead of the high school, 
and make more use of the library than formerly in the 
selection of books that have a special bearing upon their * 
school studies. The supplement for 1897 just issued re- 
cords 251 titles of books added, which are classified as fol- 
lows: Fiction, 82; Juvenile, 41; History, 22; Biography, 
17; Literature, which includes Poetry, Drama, and Prose, 
Deve Lneoioey, 3; Travel, 7; Art, 2; Science,, 12; Miscel- 
laneous, 14. This does not include 22 bound volumes of . 
periodicals. In several instances individuals have donated 
books and magazines upon timely topics. 

It has been thought best by the committee to quote the 
New Hampshire Statute law in regard to the defacing or 
destroying of books, which reads as follows: ‘‘Section I. 
Whoever wilfully or maliciously writes upon, injures, de- 
faces, tears or destroys any book, map, chart, plate, pic- 
ture, engraving or statue belonging to any law, school, 
college, town, city, or other public library shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $50, or by imprisonment of 
not more than thirty days, or both, for every such offence.” 
Regulation IV. of the Hinsdale library reads, ‘‘Any injury 
to a book beyond the wear of careful usage shall be made 
good by the borrower to the satisfaction of the librarian, 
subject, however, to appeal to the committee; and if the 
injured volume be one of a set, the full set shall be paid 
for and may be taken.” Some readers seem to have an 
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irresistible desire to express their approbation or dissatis- 
_ faction with the contents of a book by making marginal 
notes either with pen or pencil upon its pages. Such in- 
stances have occurred the past year and it is the purpose 
of the committee in future to strictly enforce the library 
regulations and if need be the higher law of the state. 

The advantages of establishing a public reading room 
in connection with the library in one of the lower rooms 
in the town hall have been discussed at various times and 
an article looking toward such a movement is found in the 
town warrant the present year. Aside from the manifest 
benefit to young men who have no suitable place to spend 
their evenings, such a room would broaden the influence 
of the library in many ways and create a greater call for 
books. The present library quarters will soon be too small 
to contain the yearly accession of books. Shelves or cases 
might easily be placed in a reading room connected with 
the library and the overflow arranged there upon the sides 
without taking much space and yet adding to the attractive- 
ness of the room. <A well conducted public brary is one 
of the most potent influences in the moral and intellectual 
growth of a community and as such should receive the 
hearty and continued support of all good citizens.
